RECOMMENDATION

It is recommended that the Board of County Commissioners (Board) approve the terms of, and authorize
the County Mayor or County Mayor's designee, to execute a Joint Participation Agreement (JPA) in
substantially the form attached hereto, with the Florida Department of Transportation (FDOT) to provide
$20,326,726.00 in 2017 Public Transit Block Grant Program funding for public bus transit service
operating assistance, with a sub-allocation for the South Florida Vanpool Program (Vanpool Program).
It is further recommended that the Board authorize the receipt and expenditure of funds as specified in
the Agreement.

SCOPE _
These funds will provide support for operating costs of the fixed route bus service in Miami-Dade County
(County), and, therefore, the impact of this grant is countywide.

FISCAL IMPACT/FUNDING SOURCE

The: total State funding provided by this JPA is $20,326,726.00. This amount includes $19,851,799.00
for the Department of Transportation and Public Works (DTPW) bus operations, and a $474,927.00
allocation for the Vanpool Program. The required local match is $20,326,726.00 and will be provided
through DTPW's operating funds {operating expenditure index codes MT710700, MT710800, MT720100,
MT720200, MT720300, MT720400) as programmed in the adopted County’s Fiscal Year (CFY) 2016-17
DTPW Operating budget. This funding is for operating assistance for the CFY 2016-17 year's budget
only and, therefore, has no fiscal impact on future budgets. The combined total amount for this JPA is
$40,653,452.00. , ) :

The Vanpool Program’s sub-allocation of the 2017 State Transit Block Grant funding in the amount of up
to $474,927.00 may be passed through to the Miami-Dade Metropolitan Planning Organization (MPO),
exclusive of the required local match ($474,927.00) provided by the County for this Agreement, and an
administrative fee,

BACKGROUND

In 1989, the Florida Legislature established the Public Transit Block Grant Pregram to provide assistance
to public transit providers that are eligible for Federal Transit Administration formula funds. The program
is funded by gas taxes deposited in the State Transportation Trust Fund. Eligibility for Public Transit
Block Grant Program funding is determined by a formula using information from the National Transit
Database. The State's participation is limited to 50 percent of the non-federal share of capital projects,
and 50 percent of eligible operation costs. State law strictly prohibits using Public Transit Block Grant
funds to supplant local tax dollars provided for transit operations.
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This JPA will provide $20,326,726.00 in operating assistance for fixed route bus operations in the County.
Eligible costs are limited to bus operating, dispatching, and maintenance activities. Also included in this
JPA is a sub-allocation in the amount of $474,927.00 to the Vanpool Program for operations in Miami-
Dade, Broward and Palm Beach Counties, This funding represents the proportional share of the Public
Transit Block Grant Program funding as derived from the National Transit Database reported for this
program.

The Vanpool Program has served commuters since 1998; offering a high quality, shared-travel option for
groups of up to 15 commuters interested in an alternative to driving to work alone. The service also
improves access for commuters to areas not currently served by public transit. Participants are charged
a monthly fare, which covers the cost of the van, insurance, maintenance, 24-hour roadside assistance,
loaner/back-up van, program administration, and 24-hour customer service. One or two members of the
vanpool drive the van on a daily basis and park the van at their home overnight. To reduce operating
costs and encourage participation in the program, each van is provided with a monthly subsidy of
$500.00. This is a regional program that covers the tri-county area. As of May 2016, the Vanpool
Program had 229 vans. ‘

The Vanpool allocation is included in the Block grant since the program is funded by FDOT out of the
same funding source. However, the MPO is not eligible to receive this funding directty from FDOT. in
addition, on November 20, 2008 the Board approved a Memorandum of Understanding (MOU) with the
MPO (R-1173-08), designating DTPW as the pass-through entity.

Since 1998, the MPO has operated the Vanpool Program, initially as a demonstration project and
subsequently as an established project that expanded to include Broward and Palm Beach Counties. In
consultation with its Vanpool Program partners, the MPO has requested transition of the program to
DTPW., DTPW anticipates assuming operation of the Vanpool Program effective, January 1, 2017,
therefore no longer requiring the pass-through to the MPC.

DTPW's Operating Budget for FY 2016-17 programs this Block grant funding exclusively as operating
assistance for bus transit services.

Section 1. This Board approves the Joint Participation Agreement between Miami-
Dade County and the State of Florida Department of Transportation (*FDOT”), in substantially
the form attached hereto and made a part hereof, to provide $20,326,726.00 in Public Transit Block
Grant Program funds for transit bus service operating assistance, which includes $474,927.00 in
State allocated pass-through funding for the Miami-Dade Metropolitan Planning Organization,
South Florida Vanpool Program operating in Miami-Dade, Broward and Palm Beach Counties.
Section 2. This Board further authorizes the County Mayor or County Mayor’s

designee, to execute this Joint Participation Agreement, any time extensions, and to receive and

expend the Public Transii Block Grant funds as specified in this Agreement and the additional

Public Transit Block Grant funds should they become available, so long as no additional County

matching funds are required.

The County staff is authorized to furnish such additional information as
FDOT may require in connection with the application for this project.

The Department and Agency agree that all terms of this

Agreement will be completed on or before December 31, 2017 and this Agreement will expire unless a time extension is

provided Ih accordance with Section 16.00,

WITNESSETH:

WHEREAS, the Agency has the authority to enter into said Agreement and to undertake the Project hereinafter described,
and the Department has been granted the authority to function adequately in all areas of appropriate jurisdiction including
the implementation of an integrated and balanced transportation system and is authorized under 341.052, Florida
Statutes, to enter Into this Agreement.

NOW, THEREFCRE, In conslderatlon of the mutual covenants, promises and representations hereln, the parties agree
as follows;

1.00 Purpose of Agreement. The purpose of this Agreement is to provide for the Department’s participation in

-Provide State Translt Block Grant funding to Miami-Dade Department of Transportation and Public Works for operating costs of
the fixed route bus setvice In Miami-Dade County. SFY17 eligible costs are limited to bus operating, dispatching and maintenance
activities.

-Also included In this contract Is funding for the South Florida Vanpool Program under FM 428875-4-84-01.

-State Participation Rate is 50%

and as further described in Exhibit "A" attached fo and incerporated into this Agreement (*Project”), and to provide
Departmental financial assistance to the Agency, state the terms and conditions upon which such assistance will be
provided, and to set forth the manner in which the Project will be undertaken and completed.

1.10 Exhibits. A,B,C & D are attached and incorporated inte this Agreement.
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2.00 Accomplishment of the Project:

2.10 General Requirements. The Agency shall commence, and complete the Project, with ali practical dispatch, in a
sound, economical, and efficient manner, and in accordance with the provisions of this Agreement, and all applicable laws.

2.20 Pursuant to Federal, State, and Local Law. In the event that any election, referendum, approval, permit, notice, or
other proceeding or authorization Is requisite under applicable law to enable the Agency to enter into this Agreement or to
undertake the Project, or to observe, assume or carry out any of the provisions of the Agreement, the Agency will initiate
and consummate, as provided by law, all actions necessary with respect to any such matters so requisite.

2.30 Funds of the Agency. The Agency shali Initiate and prosecute to completion all proceedings necessary, including
federal aid requirements, to enable the Agency to provide the necessary funds for completion of the Project.

2.40 Submission of Proceedings, Contracts and Other Documents. The Agency shall submit to the Department
such data, reports, records, contracts and other documents relating to the Project as the Department may require as
listed in Exhibit "C" attached to and incorporated into this Agreement. The Department has the option to require an
activity report on a quarterly basis. The activity report will include details of the progress of the Project towards
completion.

3.00 Total Project Cost. The total estimated cost of the Project is $40,653,452.00. This amount is based upon the
estimate summarized in Exhibit "B" attached to and incorporated into this Agreement. The Agency agrees fo bear all
expenses in excess of the total estimated cost of the Project and any deficits involved.

4,00 Project Costs Participation and Eligibility:

4.10: Department Particlpation. The Department agrees to maximum participation, including contingencies, in the
Project in the amount of $20,326,726.00 as detalled in Exhibit "B", or in an amount equal to the percentage(s) of total
cost shown In Exhibit "B", whichever is less,

411 Agency Participation (Non-State Sources). The Agency agrees to minimum participation, Including
contingencles, in the Prolect in the amount of $20,326,726.00 as detalled in Exhibit "B", or in an amount equal to the
porcentage(s) of the total cost shown in Exhibit "B", whichever is more.

4.12 Federal Awards. The Agency, a non-federal entity, (] is [X] is not a recipient of a federal award, as detailed in
Exhibit "B."

4.20 Project Cost Eligibility. Project costs eligible for State participation will be allowed only from the effective date of
this Agreement. It is understood that State participation in eligible Project costs is subject to:

a) Legislative approvai of the Department's appropriation request in the adopted work program year that the
Project Is scheduled to be committed,;

b) Availability of funds as stated in Section 15.00 of this Agreement; Approval of all plans, specifications,
contracts or other obligating documents as required by the Department, and all other terms of this
Agresment;

¢) Department approval of costs in excess of the approved funding or attributable to actions which have not
received the required approval of the Department and all other terms of this Agreement;

d) Department approval of the Project scope and budget (Exhibits "A" and "B") at the time appropriation
authority becomes available,

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4.30 Front End Funding. Front end funding is is not applicable. If applicable, the Department may initially pay
100% of the total allowable incurred Praject costs up to an amount equal to its total share of participation as shown in
paragraph 4.10.

5.00 Project Budget and Payment Provisions:

5.10 The Project Budget. Prior to the execution of this Agreement, a Project schedule of funding shall be prepared by
the Agency and approved by the Department. The Agency shall maintain said schedule of funding, carry out the Project,
and shall incur obligations against and make disbursements of Project funds only in conformity with the latest approved
schedule of funding for the Project, attached and incorporated into this Agreement as Exhibit "B." The schedule of
funding may be revised by execution of a Supplemantal Agreement between the Department and the Agency. The
Agency acknowledges and agrees that funding for this Project may be reduced upon determination of the Agency's
contract award amount. If revised, a copy of the Supplemental Agreement shall be forwarded to the Department's
Comptroller. No increase or decrease shall be effective unless it complies with fund participation requirements of this
Agreement and is approved by the Department's Comptroller.

5.20 Payment Provisions. Unless otherwise allowed, payment will begin in the year the Project or Project phase is
scheduled in the work program as of the date of the Agreement. Payment will be made for actual costs incurred as of the
date the involce is submitted with the final payment due upon receipt of a final invoice. Payment shall be made only after
receipt and approval of goods and services unless advance payments are authorized by the Chief Financlal Officer of the
State of Florida under Chapters 215 and 216, Florida Statutes. If the Department determines that the performance of the
Agenocy is unsatisfactory, the Department shall notify the Agency of the deficiency to be corrected, which correction shall
be made within a time-frame to be specified by the Department. The Agency shall, within sixly (60) days after notice from
the Department, provide the Department with a corrective action plan describing how the Agency will address all issues
of Agreement non-performance, unacceptable performance, failure to meet the minimum performance levels, deliverable
deficiencies, or Agreement non-compliance. If the corrective action plan is unacceptable to the Department, the Agency
shall be assessed a non-performance retainage equivalent to 10% of the total Involce amount. The retainage shall be
applied to the invoice for the then-current billing period. The retainage shall be withheld until the Agency resolves the
deficiency. If the deficiency is subsequently resolved, the Agency may bill the Department for the retained amount during
the next billing perlod. If the Agency is unable to resolve the deficiency, the funds retained may be forfeited at the end of
the Agreement's term.

6.00 Accounting Records:

6.10 Establishment and Maintenance of Accounting Records. The Agency shall establish for the Project, In
conformity with requirements established by Department's program guidelines/procedures and "Principles for State and
Local Governments", 2 CFR Part 225, separate accounts to be maintalned within its existing accounting system or
establish independent accounts. Such accounts are referred to herein collectively as the "Project account." Records of
costs Incurred under terms of this Agreement shall be maintained in the Project account and made avaitable upon request
to the Department at all times during the period of this Agreement and for five (5) years after final payment is made.
Coples of these documents and records shall be furnished to the Department upon request. Records of costs incurred
include the Agency's general accounting records and the Project records, together with supporting documents and
records, of the Agency and all sub-consultants performing work on the Project and all other records of the Agency and
sub-consultants considered necessary by the Department for a proper audit of costs. If any litigation, claim, or audit is
started before the expiration of the five (5) year period, the records shall be retained until all litigation, claims, or audit
findings involving the records have been resolved.

6.20 Costs Incurred for the Project. The Agency shall charge to the Project account all eligible costs of the Project.
Costs in excess of the latest approved budget or attributable to actions which have not received the required approval of
the Department shall not be considered eligible costs.

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6.30 Documentation of Project Costs. All costs charged to the Project, Including any approved services contributed
by the Agency or others, shall be supported by properly executed payralls, time records, invoices, contracts, or vouchers
evidencing In proper detail the nature and propriety of the charges.

8.40 Checks, Orders, and Vouchers. Any check or order drawn by the Agency with respect to any item which is or will
be chargeable against the Project account will be drawn only in accordance with a properly signed voucher then an file
in the office of the Agenay stating in proper detall the purpose for which such check or order is drawn. All checks, payrolls,
involces, contracts, vouchers, orders, or other accounting documents pertaining in whole or in part to the Project shall
he clearly identified, readily accessible, and, to the extent feasible, kept separate and apart from all other such
documents, '

6.50 Audlts. The administration of Federal or State resources awarded through the Department to the Agency by this
Agreement may be subject to audits and/or monitoring by the Department. The following requirements do not limit the
authority of the Department to conduct or arrange for the. conduct of additional audits or gvaluations of Federal awards or
State financial assistance or limit the authority of any state agency inspector general, the State of Florida Auditor General,
or any other state official. The Agency shall comply with all audit and audit reporting requirements as specified below.

1. Federa! Funded

a) In addition to reviews of audits conducted in accordance with 2 CFR Part 200, Subpart F — Audit
Requirements, monitoring procedures may inciude but not be limited to on-site visits by Department staff

Within six months of acceptance of the audit report by the FAC, the Department will review
the Agency's audit reporting package, including corrective action plans and management
letters, to the extent necessary to determine whether timely and appropriate action on all
deficiencies has been taken pertaining to the Federal award provided through the Department
by this Agreement, If the Agency fails to have an audit conducted in accordance with 2 CFR
Part 200, Subpart F — Audit Requirements, the Department may Impose additional conditions
to remedy noncompliance. If the Department determines that noncompliance cannot be
remedied by imposing additional conditions, the Department may take appropriate actions to
enforce compliance, which actions may include but not be limited to the following:

1. Temporarily withhold cash payments pending correction of the deficiency by the Agancy
or more severe enforcement actlon by the Department;

2. Disallow (deny both use of funds and any applicable matching credit for) all or part of the
cost of the activity or action not in compliance;

12.10 Environmental Regulations. Execution of this Agreement constitutes a certification by the Agency that the Project
will be carried out in conformance with all applicable environmental regulations including the securing of any applicable
permits. The Agency will be solely responsible for any liability in the event of non-compliance with applicable
environmental regulations, including the securing of any applicable permits, and will reimburse the Department for any
loss incurred in connection therewith.

12.20 Department Not Obligated to Third Parties. The Department shall not be obligated or fiable hereunder to any
party other than the Agency,

12.30 When Rights and Remedies Not Waived. In no event shall the making by the Department of any payment to the
Agency constitute or be construed as a waiver by the Department of any breach of covenant or any default which may
then exist, on the part of the Agency, and the making of such payment by the Department while any such breach or
default shall exist shall in no way impair ar prejudice any right or remedy available to the Department with respect to
such-breach or default.

12.40 Severahility. If any provision of this Agreement is held invalid, the remainder of this Agreement shall not be
affected. In such an instance the remainder would then continue to conform to the terms and requirements of applicable
law. '

12.50 Bonus or Commission. By execution of the Agreement the Agency represents that it has not paid and, also,
agrees not to pay, any bonus or commission for the purpose of obtaining an approval of its application for the financing
hereunder.

12.60 State or Territorial Law. Nothing in the Agreement shall require the Agency to observe or enforce compliance
with any provision thereof, perform any other act or do any other thing in contravention of any applicable State law:
Provided, that if any of the provisions of the Agreement violate any applicable State law, the Agency will at once noftify
the Department in writing in order that appropriate changes and modifications may be made by the Department and the
Agency to the end that the Agency may proceed as soon as possible with the Project.

42.70 Use and Maintenance of Project Facilities and Equipment. The Agency agrees that the Project facilities and
equipment will be used by the Agency to provide or support public transportation for the period of the useful life of such
facilites and equipment as determined in accordance with general accounting principles and approved by the
Department. The Agency further agrees to maintain the Project facilities and equipment in good warking order for the
useful life of said facilittes or equipment.

To the extent provided by Section 768.28, Fiorida Statues, the Agency shall indemnify,
defend, and hold harmiess the Department and all of its officers, agents, and employees from any claim, loss, damage,
cost, charge, or expense arising out of any act, error, omission, or negligent act by the Agency, its agents, or employees,
during the performance of the Agreement, except that neither the Agency, its agents, of its employees will be liable under
this paragraph for any claim, loss, damage, cost, charge, or expense arising out of any act, errof, omission, or negligentact
by the Depariment or any of its officers, agents, or employees during the performance of the Agreement. Nothing in this
Agreement shall be construed as a walver by the Agency of any sovereign immunity protections that may be provided by
Section 768.28, Florida Statutes.

When the Department receives a notice of claim for damages that may have been caused by the Agency in the
performance of services required under this Agreement, the Department will immediately farward the claim to the Agency.
The Agency and the Department will evaluate the claim and report their findings to each other within fourteen (14) working
days and will jointly discuss options in defending the claim. After reviewing the claim, the Department will determine
whether to require the participation of the Agency In the defense of the claim or to require that the Agency defend the
Department in such claim as described in this section.

The Department shall require a
statement from the comptroller of the Department that funds are available prior to entering into any such
contract or other binding commitment of funds. Nothing herein contained shall prevent the making of
contracts for periods exceeding 1 year, but any contract so made shall be executory only for the value of
the services to be rendered or agreed to be paid for in succeeding fiscal years; and this paragraph shall be
incorporated verbatim in all contracts of the Department which are for an amount in excess of $25,000 and
which have a term for a period of more than 1 year."

16.00 Expiration of Agreement, The Agency agrees to complete the Project on or before Decem ber 31, 2017. If the
. Agency does not complete the Project within this time period, this Agreement will expire unless an extension of the time
period' is requested by the Agency and granted in writing by the Department prior to expiration of this Agreement.
Expiration of this Agreement will be considered termination of the Project and the procedure established in Section 8.00
of this Agreement shall be initiated. The cost of any work performed after the expiration date of this Agreement will not
be reimbursed by the Department.

16.10 Final Invoice. The Agency must submit the final invoice on this Project to the Department within 120 days after
the expiration of this Agreement.
